The Sierra Madre City Council met with a 
chamber full of residents Tuesday evening to 
discuss ways of resolving the pressing problems 
faced by the city’s water department. 

In presenting a basic overview of the reason 
for the meeting. City Administrator Sean Joyce 
noted tbore were two issues needing immediate 
resolution by the council: one, the need to raise 
water rates to a level that will ftilly cover the 
"operating costs" of the water department; the 
other being the need to find a way repay the $1.3 
million debt owed by the water department to the 
sewer department and to the city’s CRA by June 
30...to keep the city in compliance with provis¬ 
ions of^e California state constitution. 

TcKresolve the first issue, Joyce stated the 
basic cost per unit of water would need to be rais¬ 


ed from its present level of 74 cents to $1.39 per 
unit for the fiscal 1994-95 year, close to a 90 
percent increase. 

To resolve the second issue, the City Admin¬ 
istrator presented two possible options for consid¬ 
eration by the Council and the citizens, both in¬ 
volving the issuance by the City of a debt obliga¬ 
tion to be repaid out of a proposed signiticant in¬ 
crease in sewer rates. 


One scenario showed the estimated cost ot the 
debt obligation over a 5 year period; the other ov¬ 
er a 30 year time frame. 

During the general discussion portion of the 
meeting, some spoke in favor of the 5 year peri- 
(xl, noting that this would save a great deal of 
interest. Others spoke in favor of the 30 year 


repayment schedule noting that an earlier payout 
would benefit those who would be u^ing the water 
and sewer systems 15 and 20 year's from now. 


Still others indicated a preference to repay the 
debt in a one or two payment period and not have 
to worry about the issuance of a debt obligation. 

Noting the interest, in the latter suggestion. 
Councilman Gary Adams asked for a show of 
hands from those in attendance who favored the 
repayment of that debt in one or two payments if 
a way could be found to use this solution. Those 
attending were nearly unanimous in this type of 
solution. Next, Councilman Adams asked for a 
show of hands for those favoring a 5 year debt 
repayment plan if there was no way to make a 1 
or 2-time assessment. While more than 50percent 


of those attending then appeared to favor this 
plan, there were some who indicated their support 
for the 30 year pay back while still others opted 
for something in between. 


Following the general discussion, the council 
unanimously directed the City Administrator pur¬ 
sue further the possible issuance of a 5 year debt 
obligation but not the 30 year proposal. He was 
also asked to explore other alternative proposals 
for repayment of the debt for presentation at next 
Tuesday’s (June 14) City Council meeting when 
action on the two issues is expected to be taken. 


Perhaps the motxl of the evening was best ex 
pressed by Councilman Jim He.ster when he com¬ 
mented regarding the evening’s agenda: "We re 
not happy. No one is happy."

Commissioners’ appointment 
in violation of Maddy Act 


By Linda Thornton 

Legal research concerning the city’s conunis- 
sions has led to the conclusion that the city (Si¬ 
erra Madre) is in violation of the Maddy Act, 
Government Code Section 54974. The Maddy Act 
requires that vacancies in city commissions and 
boards be filled promptly. Notice of the vacancy 
must be posted at City Hall within 20 days and 
the appointment made not sooner than 10 days 
there after. 

Proponents of the reduction of the Planning 
Commission from 7 to 5 justified the change due 
to the vacancies created upon the death of Eloise 
Parker (Feb. 11, 1994) and election of James Hes¬ 
ter to the City Council (April 7, 1994). The fail¬ 
ure to appoint citizens to fill these vacancies is 
called an "opportunity" to whittle down the mem¬ 
bership of the Planning Commission rather than 
the violation of the law it really is. 

A similar transgression has occurred with the 
Parks and Recreation Commission. Recently, 
Mayor MacGillivray "welcomed" two incumbent 
commissioners to attend Parks and Recreation 
Commission meetings until such time as their re¬ 
placements can be found. This violates not only 
the Maddy Act, but also violates Sierra Madre 


City Code, Sections 1070 which restricts commis¬ 
sion appointments to two consecutive terms. Both, 
of the Commissioners "welcome" to stay have al¬ 
ready served two complete terms and are ineligib¬ 
le to continue to serve. The practice of open 
ended appointment also changes the type of ap¬ 
pointment from that for a specific term to an ap¬ 
pointment at the pleasure of the Mayor, thus res¬ 
tricting the independent nature of the appointment. 
Since the citizen has not been appointed for the 
full length of the term, he may be removed at any 
time he displeases his appointing power, the May¬ 
or. 

Our investigation also leads us to conclude 
that the appointment of the Mayor’s committee 
concerning the general plan was not consistent 
with the Maddy Act. 

We call upon the City Council to cease its vi 
olation of the Maddy Act and stop using its past 
violations to justify changing the constitution of 
the city’s commissions. This appears to be just an¬ 
other instance of the city government’s disregard 
of the laws of the State of California designed to 
protect its citizens from abuses by local govern¬ 
ment.

It was composed dur¬ 
ing the second battle of Ypres and pub¬ 
lished anonymously in Punch, the English 
magazine, on Dec. 8, 1915. It quickly be¬ 
came popular among British troops, and 
was known as "the poem of the army" dur¬ 
ing World War I. 

1 suppose I am really publishing this 
poem in honor of members of my family 
who have served in World War I, World 
War II and the Korean War. 

Both Don’s and my fathers were in 
World War I: Frank J. Griffith and Clyde 
E. Reed. My father served in Europe and 
was gassed twice while stationed in France. 
His health was never robust after that. 
Don’s father, Clyde, served in the Signal 
Corps and stayed in the United States dur¬ 
ing the war. 

During World War II, two of Don’s 
brothers, Clyde Jr. and Ham, participated, 
Clyde in the Battle of the Bulge and Ham 
in the army. He was just leaving for over¬ 
seas when the final truce was signed. Jim 
Brady, one of my deceased brothers-in-law, 
flew a B-17 in many missions over Ger¬ 
many in the Air Corps. My other brother- 
in-law, Jackson Trippy, who is also de¬ 
ceased, was in secret work, stationed on the 
island of Trinidad during most of his tenure 
in the Air Corps. 

Don served during the Korean Conflict, 
as a radar observer/navigator on a two-man 
jet fighter, the F-94. He laughingly says he 
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somewhere else that 
day.

James Hester and Lee 
Cline voted "no" to 
granting an appeal from 
a Planning Commission 
decision, the motion 
canied with the "yes" 
votes of Mayor Mary- 
Ann MacGillivray, 
Councilmen Gary Ad¬ 
ams and George Mau¬ 
rer.

Can you think of any¬ 
thing more ironic than 
having one of the 
world’s most prestigious 
and honorable awards. 
The Nobel Peace Prize, 
being originally funded 
by royalties from the 
sale of dynamite and 
nitroglycerine? Well, 
it’s the truth, and it ail 
started back in 1846 
with Italian chemist, 
Ascanio Sobrero. He 
discovered notroglycer- 
ine, but considering its 
extreme volatility, As¬ 
canio didn’t know quite 
how to get it into little 
bottles, to sell to who¬ 
ever needed to blow up 
things. 

So it remained a lab¬ 
oratory wallflower until 
one day, in 1860, a 
father and son team of 
Immanuel and Alfred 
Nobel, figured out how 
to make the dangerous 


liquid into a commercial 
success. They built a 
manufacturing plant in 
Heleneborg, Sweden, in 
1862. Safety precautions 
were practically nil, and 
the plant blew up, kill¬ 
ing several employees, 
including Alfred’s 
younger brother, Emil. 

Alfred was dismayed, 
but not defeated. He 
built a second factory 
on a huge barge, and 
had it floating in the 
middle of a lake. And 
after they got the knack 
of handling the nitro¬ 
glycerine safely, they 
built two more plants on 
land: one in Germany, 
and the other in Swed¬ 
en. And although he e- 
ventually received a 
U.S. patent for nitro¬ 
glycerine, Alfred Nobel 
was bogged down with 
financial problems, un¬ 
scrupulous business as¬ 


sociates, and adminis¬ 
trative red tape in Am¬ 
erica, so he sold all of 
his U.S. holdings for 
$20,000 in 1885. 

During the same per¬ 
iod, N(4)el had been 
working on another ven¬ 
ture, later to be called 
dynamite (named from 
the Greek word dyna- 
mis, meaning "power"). 
He found success with 
this in the U.S. and ail 
around the world. 

For some strange rea¬ 
son, Alfred Nobel dec¬ 
ided to funnel royalties 
from his explosive suc¬ 
cesses into a foundation 
which eventually be¬ 
came the funding source 
for the series of Nobel 
awards including phys¬ 
ics and chemistry, phys¬ 
iology and medicine, lit¬ 
erature, economics, and 
the Nobel Peace Prize.

ARCADIA SCENE

Watching television accounts of the Nor¬ 
mandy invasion 50 years ago and of the recent 
celebrations of that historic event have special 
meaning for two Arcadians who have shared 
their unique perspectives. 

Tom Romano arrived on the Normandy 
beaches a couple of weeks after D-Day to re¬ 
move unexploded bombs and other ammunition. 
He was working for the Santa Fe Railroad and 
was a resident of Lincoln Heights when the 
Army drafted him in 1943. While working with 
the English Bomb Disposal, he helped retrieve 
a 2000-pound bomb by digging a hole 24 feet 
deep in the town of Portsmouth, in the south of 
England. 

Tom, who received five campaign stars for 
his work in Normandy. No. France, Rineland, 
C. Europe and Ardennes, celebrated D-Day on 
Monday by putting up a curb sign in front of 
his house, which recounts his service during 
World War II. This is something of a change 
from his usual holiday decorations that adorn 
his front yard three times a year. 

In the fall of 1945, just before he was to be 
discharged after three years in Europe, Tom 
and two other servicemen were hitchhiking out¬ 
side of Frankfurt, when they were given a lift 
by a car in which Dwight Eisenhower was a 
passenger. Quite an experience to have a friend¬ 
ly chat with the Commander of Allied Forces in 
Europe!

Marilyn said that the enormity of what the 
Allies accomplished, and the cost in human 
lives left her with a lump in her throat the 
entire time, and that having just seen the sites 
in person gives special meaning to the recent D- 
Day news coverage. 

The Trojans also performed in the village of 
Ste-Mere-Eglise, the site where Pathfinder par¬ 
atroopers were dropped in the early stages of 
the invasion. It was the first French town lib¬ 
erated, and signs around the village said, "Wel¬ 
come to our Liberators." 

Included in the itinerary were Paris, and a 
concert at Luxemborg Palace and Gardens. The 
final performance started with a march down 
the Champs de Mars, before a concert set under 
the Eiffel Tower. 

"I can’t use enough adjectives to describe 
the trip—the sights, the food, the people, the 
patriotism, the spirit of our American youth. 
For me. it was an absolutely awesome experi¬ 
ence and a wonderful finale for Jennifer’s USC 
experience," concluded Marilyn.

My veterinarian 
says that It Is not causing her a problem tight now but I need to 
watch her for signs of heart failure as she gets older. What ate 
the signs of heart failure and Is there anything I can do to help 
prevent It? . 

Congestive heart failure occurs when the heart is unable to 
pump blood efficiently to the body. As a result, fluid may 
accumulate in the lungs or abdomen and may result in 
inadequate blood flow to vital organs such as the kidneys, liver, 
etc. Coughing, decreased exercise tolerance, abdominal 
distension and shortness of breath are often the first signs seen 
In heart failure. Heart disease may be caused by defects in the 
heart valves oi musjrle, tumors, or trauma. Depending on the 
cause with proper management many dogs can live a relatively 
normal life. It is Important to have your pet examined regularly 
by your vet so he/she can listen to her heart and lungs.
